COLUMBUS, M arch 17— Claim ­ 
ing the city of Cleveland illegally 
invested $4,674,100.01 of its funds 
in special rissessm ent bonds, a re­ 
port was filed w ith S tate A uditor 
T racy today by S tate E xam iner W. 
E. H eck, covering an audit of the 
city treasury division for 1925. 
"The bonds w ere purchased dur­ 
ing the period from July IO to De­ 
cem ber 29. w ithout au th o rity of 
law.”

SOUTH AFRICAN PREMIER PUSHES 
TO BAR BLACKS FROM TRADES 


C APETOWN, South Africa, Mar. 
17.—“The blacks of South Africa 
ar* protected by law against op­ 
pression by the whites,” said Gen­ 
u a l Hertzog. 
premier 
of 
South 
Africa, in an exclusive interview 
granted the United Press, “and it 
is our purpose to protect the whites 
against oppression by Ute blacks ” 
Thus the fiery head of the gov­ 
ernment, who was elected in oppo­ 
sition to the famous General Jann 
Smuts, explained the government's 
Color Bar Bill,” which has made 
the race question a hot issue here. 
The bill would reserve to the 
whites employment in the “skilled 
rades.” chiefly mining and work 
around machinery. Hertzog. who 
holds office by virtue of a combin­ 
ation of Dutch Nationalists and or­ 
ganized labor, is pressing the. bill 
largely at the instance of labor. 
General Smuts, on the other hand 
protests against such legislation on 
the grounds of unfair discrimina­ 
tion against the Negoes. He especi­ 
ally demands that its 
provisions 
shall not extend to the Cape Pro­ 
vince where the blacks, who have 
long enjoyed the franchise and have 
considerable political influence are 
up in arms against it. There is also 
much hostile agitation in Natal. 
“General Smuts complains that 
we are throwing a firebrand into a 
haystack.” continued the premier. 
• but as he very well knows, the 
haystack has long been on fire .as 
race conflicts 
at 
Bullhock, Port 
Elizabeth and Bloemfontein in the 
last few years testify. We hope that 
the xfew bill .giving the w hites'the 
protection they need, will reduce 
the area of disorder. 
“Our statute books are fairly 
teeming with laws protecting the 
natives from encroachments by thq 
white man. If it had not been for 
these laws, the blacks would never 
have been able to hold their own 
against the whites. 
“I do not see how it can be 
claimed th a t the Negro has a “fun­ 
damental' 
or 
socalled 
‘natural’ 
right to employment in mines and 
around machinery. If he has, then 
the white man has equally a “fun­ 
damental rifeht’—now defiled him— 
to get the native's lands. The na­ 
tives can’t have it both Wray s. 
I would remind our objected of 
the Biblical injunction, ‘Thou shalt 
not have two measures, great and 


small.’ 
Special protection for the 
blacks, is our justification for ex­ 
tending similar protection to 
the 
whites in their field. 
“We merely propose to extend to 
the white race at least some of the 
protection already accorded to the 
natives.”

CLEVELAND USED 
MONEY ILLEGALLY 


CO LU MB TS. March 17.—Claim­ 
ing tho city of Cleveland illegally 
invested $4,674,900.01 of its funds 
in special assessm ent bonds, a re­ 
port was filed with State Auditor 
Tracy today by State Examiner W. 
E. Heck, covering an audit of the 
city treasury division for 1925. 
‘ The bonds were purchased dur­ 
ing the period from July IO to De­ 
cember 
2 9 , without authority of 
law,” Heck said in the report. 
The Cleveland Municipal Code au­ 
thorizes investm ent of municipal 
funds in these bonds, Heck declar­ 
ed, hut “is contrary to the general 
statutes.” 
Attorney General Crabbe, accord­ 
ing to Heck’s report, ruled that no 
authority in the constitution au­ 
thorizes for investm ent, “any of 
the general funds of a municipal­ 
ity.”
